A SINGLE council could reside over 
Northampton if borough councillors get 
their way. 

Leader of the Labour Group, Cllr Keith 
Davies, put forward a motion on Monday 
night urging councillors to back the idea 
of a unitary council to govern 
Northampton. 

Unlike Bedford, Luton and Milton 
Keynes which are led by a single council, 
Northampton’s residents have to deal with 
a borough council and a county council. 

Cllr Davies said: “In forth-coming years 
there is likely to be much tighter budget¬ 
ary constraints imposed by central 
Government on local government spend¬ 
ing. 

“Central Government will require further 
efficiency savings from Northampton 
Borough Council, Northamptonshire 
County Council and local government 
across England and Wales. 

“Despite a much tighter financial posi¬ 
tion there will be an increase in demand 
from the public and inspection agencies 
for better quality services and stronger 
local leadership provided by 
Northampton Borough Council. 

“Unitary status for Northampton would 
allow for both very significant efficiency 
savings and provide for more integrated 
services focused on the citizen.” 

Leader of the council, Liberal Democrat 
leader Cllr Brian Hoare also backed the 
idea. He said: “We are the substantial 
urban area in the county and similar to 


Belfast in terms - you would not begrudge 
Belfast a unitary council. 

“People in this town do not care about 
the difference between the two councils. 
Northampton needs a clear organised 
structure and a unitary authority is the 
way to do it.” 

Independent group leader Cllr Tony 
Clarke said: “We have to act if we want this 
to happen. Decisions are being taken 
away from us at the borough every 
month.” 

The Conservative group, however, 
abstained from taking part in vote, saying 
there are more important issues to deal 
with. 

Conservative leader, Cllr David 
Palethorpe said: “Northampton Borough 
Council is currently in no fit state to run 
high level services like education and 
adult social care that would come with 
unitary status and there is nothing in its 
recent record to suggest otherwise. 

“It has struggled to sort out the market 
square, organise sheltered housing war¬ 
dens, the Balloon Festival, pest control 
and bin collections, and I doubt if the 
public would be willing to trust them to 
educate their children or care for their vul¬ 
nerable relatives. 

“Unitary status may be something to be 
considered in the future, but not until the 
Borough Council is in a fit state to run the 
extra services it would inherit.”

Chief steps down 
for ‘silly mistake’

‘MONTHS of hell’ came to an 
end this week with Cllr Tony 
Woods stepping down as leader 
and being left out of the newly 
formed Cabinet. 

The scandal surrounding Cllr 
Woods’ car resulted in his resig¬ 
nation as Northampton 
Borough Council and Liberal 
Democrat leader on Monday, 
when he handed over the reigns 
to Cllr Brian Hoare. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry took over 
as deputy leader. 

Earlier this month Cllr Woods, 
pictured, was found guilty of 
two breaches of the council 
code of conduct after he left his 
untaxed Vauxhall Astra in the 
Guildhall car park last 
September. 

The vehicle remained there for 
three months. 

He was ordered to apologise to 
councillors and announced his 
intention to quit as leader short¬ 
ly afterwards. 

In his resignation speech at 
this week’s council meeting, Cllr 
Woods said: “This is a role I 



came to with trepidation. It’s 
been nine months of hell. 

“Serious criminals are not sub¬ 
ject to this level of abuse and I 
wouldn’t wish this experience 
on my worst enemy. It was a silly 


mistake, but a trivial one. I’m 
truly saddened to be standing 
down. It’s a role I’ve come to 
love. 

“It’s been a massive challenge 
and I feel immensely privileged, 
but it’s now a role someone else 
must shoulder. 

“It has been one of the most 
stressful times of my life and 
extremely unpleasant.” 

Cllr Woods thanked council¬ 
lors for messages of support and 
even read a note from a member 
of the public praising his efforts 
for the town. 

He also said he would contin¬ 
ue to serve the council in any 
role he was asked. 

He added: “I hope that this 
incident will not put people off 
becoming a councillor. 

“I love this town and I leave it 
in a much better state than 
when I took over in 2007. 

“I will continue to serve this 
town and this council in what¬ 
ever role I am asked to.” 

However, Cllr Hoare opted for 
Cllr Brian Markham to replace 
Cllr Woods in the Cabinet.

Anyone listening to Tony

THE future of the British Grand 
Prix hangs in the balance this 
week after Donington Park 
failed to meet its most recent 
deadline. 

Although Silverstone is waiting 
in the wings to take over from 
the ailing Leicestershire circuit, 
President of the British Racing 
Drivers’ Club Damon Hill thinks 
the race could still go abroad. 

Donington failed to prove it 
has the money in place to host 
the event from 2010 and has 
been removed from next year’s 
provisional calendar. 


But 1996 World Champion Hill 
believes FI boss Bernie 
Ecclestone may look elsewhere 
if he does not get the right deal. 

He said: “FI can go anywhere 
in the world and get a huge 
amount of money. 

“That’s what Bernie’s wrestling 
with. 

“But it’s not his job to give a 
discounted job to the UK. 

“There’s a whole load of rea¬ 
sons why it should happen here. 

“But ultimately you are com¬ 
peting against countries which 
are able to inject public money 
into their infrastructure and 
into the contract of the grand 
prix. 


“That seems to be the stum¬ 
bling block here.” 

Silverstone has hosted the 
British Grand Prix since 1987, 
while Donington has hosted just 
one race in that time, the 1993 
European Grand Prix. 

The Northamptonshire circuit 
is still in negotiations with Mr 
Ecclestone, but hopes a resolu¬ 
tion can come quickly. 

Mr Hill added: “We can respect 
that it is a difficult position for 
him to be in. He has to answer to 
his shareholders. 

“There are options on the 
table. There are discussions tak¬ 
ing place and I’m hopeful some¬ 
thing can be sorted out.” 


Arrests after grieving 
family’s home burgled 

TWO arrests have been made after 
the family home of tragic teenager 
Sophie Bywater was burgled last 
week.

They are being investigated in 
connection with a series of recent 
burglaries in the East Hunsbury 
and Far Cotton areas of the town. 

A co-ordinated operation by offi¬ 
cers from the Protective Services 
Command, the Safer Community 
Team and the Intelligence Unit led 
to the boy being arrested at an 
address in Hedgeway, 
Northampton, on Saturday night. 

The man was arrested the follow¬ 
ing morning at an address in 
Abbey Road, Northampton. From 
information received, the laptop 
was recovered a short while after¬ 
wards. The car and phone were 
also recovered.

Technology is an amazing thing 


THESE days we take GPS 
(Global Positioning 

Systems) for granted. 

Airliners are guided 
around the world by it and 
many of us now use GPS in 
our cars to navigate to spe¬ 
cific addresses. 

Not immune to advances 
in technology, agriculture 
has recently developed GPS 
for its own use. 

It is used to steer com¬ 
bines and tractors more 
accurately, leading to less 
‘overlaps’ when harvesting, 
cultivating or spraying, 
important when operating a 
24 or 36 metre implement. 

It also cuts down on driver 
fatigue, an important bene¬ 
fit considering the long days 
spent in a tractor cab during 
busy periods. 

Some farms have opted for 
even greater accuracy, typi¬ 
cally two centimetres, to 
enable them to plant crops 
by day and night. 

However, this level of 
accuracy does entail the 
paying of a hefty licence fee 
to the satellite companies. 

Traditionally, we have 
applied blanket levels of fer¬ 
tilizers, whether parts of the 
field need them or not. 

This year, contactors have 
sampled all our fields for 


levels of phosphate and 
potash, both essential for 
the growing of healthy 
crops. 

Locations of sample sites 
are recorded and informa¬ 
tion gained is manipulated 
(the clever bit) by specialist 
agronomists and the results 
put onto an SD card. 

This is then inserted into 
the computer box in the 
tractor cab and off we go. 

Instead of having to cali¬ 
brate a fertilizer spreader, 
which involves some edu¬ 
cated guesswork, the driver 
merely follows the field’s 
‘tramlines’. 

The cab mounted GPS 
receiver (which can place 
the tractor to within 15 to 20 
centimetres in the field) 
feeds this information to 
the computer in the cab 
which operates the spreader 
itself, opening and closing 
the shutters, thus applying 
more product to the defi¬ 
cient areas and vice versa. 

The result: more accurate 
application of expensive 
inputs resulting in both cost 
and environmental bene¬ 
fits.

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Fresh start as 
new boss calls 
for town pride 

Following Cllr Tony Woods’ resignation, prompted by the 
upset of him leaving his untaxed car in a council car park 
for three months, the new leader of the Borough Council 
took up his post this week. TOBY LOCK met up with him. 



SQUABBLES over parking spaces 
are a thing of the past. 

Cllr Brian Hoare took over as leader 
of Northampton Borough Council 
this week and he wants to put the 
recent events which have dogged the 
council in the past and to carry on 
what he sees as ongoing improve¬ 
ment to the way the council is being 
run. 

His new job is no mean one - to lead 
the Liberal Democrat group out the 
other side of a scandal and through 
the worse recession to have hit the 
UK. 

Cllr Hoare, pictured, said: “When 
we took over this administration in 
2007, we had a reputation that we 
were badly viewed by the 


Government and there was no confi¬ 
dence from the citizens of 
Northampton. I believe that we are 
now in a position where we have got 
it right. 

“However, the problem is that from 
the outside, the things we have done 
to improve as a council are not as vis¬ 
ible unless you are a councillor. 

“We are out of Government inter¬ 
vention and we can stop worrying 
about what the Government thinks 
about Northampton. We are facing a 
very tough task with deciding upon 
the next budget. When we took over, 
we were not anticipating a recession. 
Although we have income coming in, 
there is greater demand for our serv¬ 
ices. We have to make sure there are 


measures in place, and that is a very 
difficult task.” 

Following the resignation of Cllr 
Tony Woods, Cllr Hoare was voted by 
fellow Lib Dem councillors to lead 
the group, following a spell as leader 
of the opposition at the county coun¬ 
cil. The shake-up of the group has 
already seen two councillors leave to 
become Independents, but Cllr 
Hoare believes he has the right peo¬ 
ple around him. 

“I expect opposition councillors to 
put the town before politics. 

“I think we have a very good record 
of what we have achieved in the last 
two years, but it has been a very diffi¬ 
cult time in the short term. 

“We have a very good team of peo¬ 


ple that will deliver the goods. I am 
confident that we will maintain the 
high standards of the council, and 
that we will make use of the knowl¬ 
edge my team has and bring in some 
fresh new ideas. 

“There has been a lot of progress in 
Northampton over the last two years 
from improvements to our town cen¬ 
tre to glass recycling and better 
homes for council tenants, things are 
really starting to happen. 

“The Grosvenor Centre agreement 
was one of the biggest decisions this 
council has had to make in a long 
time and is something that will affect 
Northampton for many years to 
come.” 

His aim in the short term though is 


to encourage the people of 
Northampton to be proud of where 
they live. 

“Northamptonians individually are 
very proud of our town. But collec¬ 
tively, we far too often do ourselves 
down. We want to have more contact 
with the different communities in 
the town so we can understand what 
the people want from us. 

“As leader of the council, I want to 
help put the pride back into the 
town, to regenerate our town centre 
and to raise the ambitions of 
Northampton and Northamptoni¬ 
ans. I was not born in Northampton, 
but I have lived here for more than 
half my life, I have children here and 
grandchildren here.”

Rental market to 
help meet demand

A PIONEERING scheme aimed 
at lowering the number of peo¬ 
ple on the council’s housing 
waiting list is being expanded. 

Northampton Borough 

Council’s Choice Based Lettings 
scheme works by advertising 
lettings agency properties to 
those in need of social housing. 

The council launched the 
scheme with letting agency 
Scott Pinkham at the beginning 
of the year and is now expand¬ 
ing to advertise the properties of 
Lenwell Lettings Agency. 

The number of people on the 
council’s housing waiting list 
has increased from around 
4,000 in April 2008 to 7,000 by 
April this year. 

With the number of applicants 
increasing at a rate of 31 a day, it 
is expected that the number will 
increase to 10,000 by 2010. 

And with only 12,260 council 
homes available for rent, the 
council has been looking for 


ways it can meet the growing 
demand. The Choice Based 
Lettings partnership with Scott 
Pinkham has seen more than 
200 private rented properties 
successfully let to people on the 
council’s housing waiting list. 

It is hoped the addition of 
Lenwell will have a similar 
effect. Tenants moving into pri¬ 
vate rented properties have the 
security of a six-month tenancy 
agreement and council- 
approved rights and responsi¬ 
bilities. 

Landlords also benefit by let¬ 
ting their properties quickly 
without the need for advertising 
to people. 

Cllr Sally Beardsworth, cabinet 
member for housing, said: “The 
country is still in the grip of a 
recession with people facing 
repossessions and others find¬ 
ing it impossible to get on the 
housing ladder. 

“We know the town needs 
more secure and affordable 
housing and expect hundreds 
more people will be looking to 


us to provide them with a per¬ 
manent home. With just over 
12,000 council-owned homes in 
the town, we need to look at new 
ways of meeting the demand. 

“The private sector provides 
an essential element of housing 
in the town and by working with 
them we can help house more 
people”. 

Sali Brown, managing director 
of Chelton Brown - which owns 
Scott Pinkham, said: “We have 
now been working with the 
council for several months; the 
partnership is working well and 
is providing the council with the 
much-needed housing from the 
private sector. 

“We are doing all we can to 
encourage landlords to get 
involved in the scheme as it rep¬ 
resents a very good return. 

“The rents paid are in line with 
local housing allowances, which 
in many cases is higher than 
those being achieved through 
private lettings. We can see this 
partnership going from strength 
to strength.” 


Support scheme puts needs of victims first 


A NEW service has 
been launched to help 
victims of anti-social 
behaviour. 

Police and Victim 
Support have joined 
forces to create the 
project which provides 
free and confidential 
support to people in 
Northamptonshire 
West. 

The service has been 
designed following 
consultation with 
those suffering from 
anti-social behaviour. 

Referrals are made 


through officers who 
identify particular 
cases they feel would 
benefit from the sup¬ 
port. 

Incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour have 
been falling over the 
last three years, from 
77,992 in 2006/7 to 
52,963 in 2008/9. 

Superintendent 
Peter Windridge said: 
“Anti-social behaviour 
units have previously 
focused on the offend¬ 
er and although that is 
important this service 


places emphasis on 
those suffering from it 
and aims to increase 
public confidence in 
how we deal with it. 

Project worker 
loanne Lonsdale 
added: “Anti-social 

behaviour continues 
to be an issue for peo¬ 
ple and communities 
across the county. We 
aim to ensure those 
who are subjected to 
anti-social behaviour, 
as well as witnesses 
feel supported and 
understand that what 


they are experiencing 
is being taken serious¬ 
ly by agencies.” 

One victim who 
received help through 
the service said: 
“Something like this 
has been needed by 
the victims for ages. 

“It’s an excellent idea 
and should have been 
done before. Previous¬ 
ly, it’s always been the 
offenders that have 
had the back up and 
now it’s the victims. It’s 
such a relief to know 
it’s there for us.”

New system to 
pick up phones 

A VOICE recognition system will help 
direct nearly 30,000 calls to the 
borough council. 

The automated system will take the 
place of a traditional switchboard 
and will answer when people call the 
council’s main number, 01604 
837837. 

The current switchboard handles 
28,000 calls each month, just a 
proportion of the total number of 
calls to Northampton Borough 
Council, many of which are dialled 
direct to the right person or 
department. 

Most of those 28,000 callers simply 
ask to be put through to a specific 
department or someone whose name 
they know and these are the calls that 
will now be dealt with by the voice 
recognition system. 

Callers who know who they want to 
speak to or what they want to talk 
about can be put through directly 
while anyone who needs general help 
or advice is put through to a special 
team of advisers in the council’s 
contact centre, who have been 
trained to deal with a wide range of 
enquiries. 

Marion Goodman, head of customer 
services at the council, said: “We have 
looked at the best call handling 
systems available in the commercial 
sector to ensure that we deal with our 
customer’s calls in the most efficient 
way so that they are quickly 
connected to the person they need. 

“The new system is more cost 
effective and uses our resources in 
the best way and it will also provide 
our callers with the best possible 
service, which is very important to us 
indeed.”

EXTRA money will be made 
available to support families 
in Northampton hit by the 
credit crunch. 

The announcement of an 
extra £250,000 for the 
Growth Fund for credit 
services came in a 
Westminster Hall debate on 
family finances on Tuesday. 

During the debate Sally 
Keeble, MP for Northampton 
North, called for a package 
of measures to help families 
struggling in the recession. 

Mrs Keeble said: “I am 
delighted that the 
Government has committed 
to extending the Growth 
Fund service from Corby,

Mrs Keeble added: “I 
welcome wholeheartedly 
the Government’s increased 
investment in this service 
which provides finance to 
people who are financially 
excluded. Meanwhile more 
flexible support is needed 
for Northampton families to 
meet the many challenges 
during the recession.”

Cabinet member for children and 
young people Cllr Andrew Grant 
said: “We want to make sure the pro¬ 
posed industrial action by Royal Mail 
postal workers does not affect the 
school application process. 

“Parents don’t need the added 
worry of whether their application 
form has been delivered, which is 
why we are urging them to either 
apply online or hand deliver the 
form themselves.”

ACTRESS Rachael Wooding 
feels very lucky - playing Eva 
Peron in the musical Evita is 
one of the biggest roles around. 

Whether you have seen the 
musical or not, you will proba¬ 
bly know some of the songs or a 
little about Eva Peron, upon 
whom it is based. 

It’s a big role, but one Rachael 
felt ready to take on.

THE Christmas season will see more lights in 
the town centre, a stunning real tree in a land¬ 
mark position and, for the first time, a tradi¬ 
tional German Christmas Market.

There will be more family 
fun than ever on the Market Square and in the 
town centre. Despite the tough times, there will 


be more reason than ever to shop in 
Northampton this Christmas. 

“Northampton has a lot to be proud of, with 
the largest Market Square in the country and 
more and more quality retailers. Our ambition 
is to draw people from across the county and 
beyond to shop here this Christmas.” 

The market will be run by Kurt Stroscher, who 
said he had been really keen to set up in 


Northampton and run an event on the historic 
Market Square.

Springer The Opera was the making 
of him. 

The stand-up comic spoke passion¬ 
ately about the way his involvement 
in this satirical musical opera 
changed him as a human being and as 
a comic, made him fearless. 

When the production was aired on 
the BBC in 2005, 65,000 people com¬ 
plained. 

Lee said: “It changed my life. When 
you get 65,000 people complaining 
what is the worst that can happen? 

“Anything after that is a bonus and 
you might as well try anything you 
believe in. 

“It was the making of me in many 
ways and in many different ways. 

“If I had not done it I would not be a 
different person. I am a better person 
and writing better ideas. At its heart 
the show was how people judge and 
treat other people.”

“What I am doing is not available 
anywhere else. What I like to do is not 
finish stuff so it suggests things to 
people and they can make the con¬ 
nections.

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Litter louts told 
to pay the price

THREE litterbugs have been fined as the 
town continues to clean up its act. 

On Friday, October 23 Northampton 
Magistrates Court found the trio from 
Northampton guilty of littering offences. 

Jean Paul Sousa, of Oxford Road was 
observed dropping a cigarette end from his 
car while on Bedford Road. 

Mr Sousa was spotted by one of 
Northampton Borough Council’s environ¬ 
mental wardens who was in the area. He 
was issued with a Fixed Penalty Notice but 
refused to pay it. 

In his absence, the court ordered him to 
pay a £160 fine, £300 costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge. 

Blaise Saenda, of Arbour View Court was 
found guilty of disposing of a black refuse 
sack within the vicinity of his property. 

Mr Saenda was notified to only use the 
wheelie bin provided for the disposal of his 
waste but a refuse bag was later found con¬ 
taining evidence showing that the contents 
of the sack belonged to him. 


He was issued with a Fixed Penalty Notice 
but refused to pay it. In his absence, the 
court ordered him to pay a £200 fine, £300 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Hayley Mansell, of Foxwell Square was 
found guilty of disposing of a black refuse 
sack within the vicinity of her property. 

The court ordered her to pay a £200 fine, 
£300 costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Cllr Trini Crake, cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, said: “The individuals who have 
been found guilty of littering or fly-tipping 
could have paid a £80 or £60 Fixed Penalty 
Notice respectively, but instead chose to 
ignore it and leave us with no choice but to 
bring the cases to court. 

“People in Northampton who have wheel¬ 
ie bins provided to them must dispose of 
their waste in this proper way and not by 
leaving black sacks in the street. 

“Everybody has the right to live in a clean 
community and our policy of fining irre¬ 
sponsible people will continue. 

“I hope others will take these successful 
prosecutions as a warning and that we will 
take action no matter how big or small the 
piece of litter might be.”

STUDENTS got their hands 
dirty as they helped con¬ 
serve a nature reserve. 

Pupils from Moulton 
College worked through 
smelly mud and cold water 
to assist Northamptonshire 
Wildlife Trust in the conser¬ 
vation management of one 
of Storton’s Pits. 

The task was to cut and 
clear a patch of reedbed - a 
58 acre oasis of calm only 
minutes away from the 
town centre. 

The area, which used to be 
a gravel pit, is now home to 
an array of wildlife from 
warbling birds to dragon¬ 
flies and rare beetles. 

Many of the animals thrive 
on the reedbed areas, which 
is a nationally rare habitat 
and needs to be cut every 
few years to prevent it dry¬ 
ing up and turning into 
woodland. 

Course tutor Mark 
Wallington said: “The stu¬ 
dents worked really well as a 
team to gather and stack the 
cut reeds for burning. 


“It was hard work, but it 
was rewarding to think the 
work we were doing was 
helping to support wildlife 
in such a valuable area. 

“The value of the work for 
wildlife and the nice warm 
bonfire even made up for 
the rather unpleasant smell 
coming from the mud. 

“All the college’s courses 
are aimed at making stu¬ 
dents ‘work ready’ and real- 
life experience like this can 
only help.”

REVIEW 

Beyond the Horizon 

Royal & Derngate until November 14 


TRAGEDY and failure are at the core of 
this hard-hitting drama by Eugene 
O’Neill. 

Considered by many to be the first 
modern American tragedy this play, 
written in 1920, certainly won’t raise 
your spirits as things go from bad to 
worse and the Mayo family’s 
misfortune continues to spiral. 

Imagine a stage version of 
Eastenders at its gloomiest. 

The opening of the play has a real 
sense of hope as Robert Mayo 
prepares to leave the family farm for 
an ocean adventure while his brother 
Andrew seems content working as a 
farmer. 

But Robert’s realisation that his love 
for Ruth is reciprocated changes his 
travels plans and forces hurt Andy, 
who also loves her, to flee on his 
brother’s trip instead. 

But the happiness of the new couple 
is short-lived as these decisions mark 
the start of the family’s downfall. 

It is a powerful story but one that 
does make you ask, can things get any 
worse and there really is no let up. 

Beyond the Horizon is certainly no 
fun-filled trip to the theatre but a 


heavy and intense bit of drama. It’s 
also a very wordy piece so you really 
have to listen, although the story is 
still very gripping. 

The cast do a great job, particularly 
the actors playing the brothers, and 
once you get used to the American 
accents, they are all very watchable as 
the various family members. 

Some of the minor roles even inject 
a bit of occasional light relief. 

It’s certainly an ambitious piece to 
take on but Royal & Derngate’s artistic 
director Laurie Sansom has handled 
this rarely performed play well and it’s 
good to see the theatre tackling a play 
that has not been performed again 
and again. 

The barren set and careful use of 
lighting add brilliantly to the play’s 
slide into despair. 

Being performed alongside 
Tennessee Williams’ Spring Storm as 
part of the Young America season this 
is a great chance to see two early 
plays by writers who went on to 
achieve big things. 

But with Beyond the Horizon just be 
ready for a couple of hours of theatre 
at its toughest as the moving tragedy 
plays out its harsh message.

What is the shelf-life of a HIP? 


A large number of vendors have recently asked me the 
same question: how long does a Home Information Pack 
(HIP) last? 

Generally speaking, a HIP has a shelf life of at least 12 
months. 

While the property is on the market, there is no need to 
update the HIP. However, if the sale of your property 
stops and then starts again, you may have to compile a 
new HIP and provide up-to-date documents. 

Still, if marketing stops for any reason, you can carry on 
using the same HIP as long as remarketing starts within 
one year of the date when marketing first began or, if 
later, within 28 days of the sale falling through. In the 
event of changing agents, you will usually be able to 
keep the same HIP if your nouse remains on the market 
without a break. 

However, the HIP will expire if the property is taken off 
the market and more than a year has elapsed since the 
original HIP was prepared. Similarly, if you change 
agents in the second year of marketing you will need a 
new HIP.

DR Vijay Mallya believes the 2009 
season has exceeded expectations for 
Force India, but admits that he is 
disappointed the Silverstone-based 
team did not make more of their 
opportunities. 

The Formula One season comes to a 
close at the brand new Yas Marina 
Circuit in Abu Dhabi on Sunday and 
brings down the curtain on a year 
which saw the team secure their first 
ever points, pole position and podium 
finish. 

Now Force India head into the final 
round of the championship looking for 
more points to secure ninth place in 
the constructors standings. 

Team owner Mallya said: “I would say 
this year has even exceeded our 
expectations. We can be really proud. 

“All the same we have had 
opportunities we haven’t been able to 
make the most of, for example 
Interlagos, Suzuka and Monza. 

“This slightly mutes the satisfaction, 
but it does give a lot of cause for 
optimism - if we can get into a similar 
position next year and follow through 


all the chances we could be solid 
midfield in both championships. 

“At the start of the year, we wanted 
points but I also wanted to show a 
genuine improvement in every area. 

“We have learned from the mistakes 
of last season and have really tightened 
up processes, procedures and working 
practices.” 

The new venue in the Middle East 
presents its own challenges, with the 
race due to start in daylight but finish 
under floodlights. 

It will also be the first time that any of 
the drivers have raced on the track and 
Force India pilots Adrian Sutil and Tonio 
Liuzzi have spent a large amount of 
time in the simulator. 

Mallya is also hoping that the 
population of ex-pat Indians living in 
Abu Dhabi will get behind the team. 

Fie said: ‘Having new events on the 
calendar certainly keeps the series 
fresh and opens the sport out to new 
markets. I hear the venue is absolutely 
fantastic as well.. 

“For Force India for sure it will be an 
extra special event as there is a large 
number of ex-pat Indians, which always 
gives us that little more of a push.”

Cobblers reap the 
benefit of efforts 

IAN Sampson believes that the hard work on the training 
ground is starting to pay off for Northampton Town after 
they inflicted Morecambe’s first home defeat on them at the 
weekend. 

The Cobblers won 4-2 at Christie Park on Saturday to 
extend their unbeaten run to six games in a row, but were 
again behind at one point after some defensive lapses. 

Sampson now takes his side to newly promoted Torquay 
United on Saturday and is delighted with the effort his 
squad have been showing since he took over. 

He told the club’s official website: “The lads are showing 
tremendous spirit and they are giving me everything. They 
are working hard in training and taking the work we do out 
on to the pitch and that is all you can ask. 

“I thought we thoroughly deserved the win. I was disap¬ 
pointed we were behind for some of the game because I 
never felt we deserved to be in that position. We came back 
and the second half was a fantastic display of attacking foot¬ 
ball.” 

Steve Guinan put Northampton into a fourth-minute lead 
with his sixth goal of the season, but a penalty from Phil 
Jevons and Stuart Drummond’s header left them trailing at 
the break. 

Andy Holt (pictured top) levelled things up with 20 min¬ 
utes to go, before John Johnson and Adebayo Akinfenwa 
made sure of the win in the final ten minutes. 

That victory lifted the Cobblers up two places to 15th in 
League Two and they now head to Plainmoor to take on a 
Torquay side that have not won in the league since August 
18. 

The Gulls have drawn their last five and earned their third 
clean sheet of the season in a 0-0 draw at Lincoln City dur¬ 
ing the weekend’s round of matches. 

It is also likely that the match will see former Northamp¬ 
ton midfielder Chris Hargreaves in action against his old 
club. The fans’ favourite made 151 appearances for the Cob¬ 
blers from 2000 to 2004. 

Sampson will be waiting on the fitness of Courtney Her¬ 
bert after the pacey striker was forced to miss the win over 
Morecambe due to his continuing back injury. 

Abdul Osman was also ruled out for the same reason, 
while Gary Mulligan did not make the match day squad due 
to illness. However, striker Mulligan should be available 
after featuring for the reserves in their midweek game. 

The 2-0 defeat at home to the Wycombe Wanderers second 
string on Tuesday saw Northampton running the rule over 
two more trialists. 

Oldham Athletic defender Peter Gilbert and winger Andre 
Costa, currently with Dorchester Town, both played the full 
90 minutes in the loss. 

It remains to be seen whether either will join recent trialist 
Patrick Kanyuka in signing on at Sixfields, who last week put 
pen to paper on a deal that keeps him with the club until 
January. 

Northampton’s opponents for the first round of the FA 
Cup have been confirmed after Fleetwood Town beat Kid¬ 
derminster Harriers 3-1 on Tuesday night. The match will 
take place at Sixfields on Saturday November 7.

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Saints duo delighted 
to be in England squad

SHANE Geraghty and Ben Foden 
(pictured) have both spoken of their 
delight at being named in the 32- 
man squad for England’s upcoming 
Investec Challenge Series matches. 

The Northampton Saints backs 
were named in Martin Johnson’s ini¬ 
tial squad on Monday, along with 
team-mates Dylan Hartley and the 
uncapped Courtney Lawes. 

England face Australia, Argentina 
and New Zealand in this year’s 
autumn internationals, starting with 
the Wallabies at Twickenham on Sat¬ 
urday, November 7. 

Geraghty’s impressive perfor¬ 
mances at fly half for the Saints have 
seen him promoted from the Eng¬ 
land Saxons squad, although he is 
expected to start at centre for the 
senior side following the inclusion of 
Jonny Wilkinson. 

But the 23-year-old, who joined 
from London Irish in the summer, 
has been focused on his club form 
rather than adding to his three inter¬ 
national caps - all of which have 
come from the replacements bench.

He said: “The message from the 
coaching staff at the club has been to 
focus on the rugby. 

“It’s been quite nice to be out of the 
media spotlight and focus on the 
rugby, because if you play well peo¬ 
ple talk more about you than if you 
talk about it yourself. 

“It’s been good to have Jim 
Mallinder, Dorian West and Paul 
Grayson backing me and the other 
people in the England frame and 
credit to them for doing that, and 
hopefully I can reward them on the 
pitch with Northampton and then 
with England. 

“Pm delighted to be called up. I was 
in the Saxons at the start of the sea¬ 
son and I’m happy to be in the squad 
again. 

“Hopefully I can be involved. 

“My form’s been improving each 
game. 

“I’m happy with my form, am 
enjoying my rugby here at 
Northampton and am in the position 
where I’ve been able to push for Eng¬ 
land honours.” 

Foden’s solitary cap so far came 
when he made an appearance as 
replacement scrum half in this year’s 
Six Nations opener against Italy. He 
also started on the wing in 
May’s defeat to the Barbarians. 

“I’m over the moon and 
happy to be back in the mix,” 
said Foden, who has firmly 
established himself at full back 
after the debate last season 
around whether nine or 15 was 
his best position. 

“I got a taste of it last year 
and wanted more and hope¬ 



fully I can get a starting spot for Eng¬ 
land. 

“The England coaches always 
phone after a game and give us their 
feedback as to what I can improve 
on, especially the basic skills of play¬ 
ing full back. 


“You have to back yourself and I 
think I’m ready to play international 
rugby. 

“The way the international system 
is set up it is about waiting for an 
opportunity, so all I can do is keep 
performing well for Northampton.”
